A most remarkable phenomenon was 
witnessed iii tho Second ward, this city,

So procuring a number of these 
instruments of martial music aud a half 
a dozen dogs, with a weakness for rat 
Ileal), they proceeded to a barn 
Pear, on’s flouring mill, in which struct­ 
ure were known to dwelt many well-fed 
rodents, who subsisted on tin* contents 
of tin* grain bins near by. Stationing 
part of their number with *rrunis in the 
hay mow of the stable, and tile others at 
tile d« airs with the dogs, every Im aly was 
eager 
for tho fray. The drummers 
brought their sticks down on the taut 
calf-skin, and s*kni the building shook to 
its very foundation with the deafening 
roll. Several Ixiys had l>een stationed at 
various knot-holes iii the floor of the hay 
mow, and these youths, peering down in 
tho semi-darkness Indow, s*mmi saw little 
twinkling eyes appear at certain aperture 
all around the appartement beneath. The 
drumming was continued, and the sharp- 
pointed noses and then sleek bodies of 
rats began to come from the holes. Soon 
the rapid rolling of the drums seemed to 
excite the rodents to a point beyond sclf- 
ooittrol.

For 
five minutes slaughter reigned supreme, 
aud when it had suicided the Door was 
covered with the bodies of forty-three 
rats. Again were the drums called into 
requisition, and the same scene ensued 
again.

Tilt* lk»ys continued their opera­ 
tions with tho drums anil dogs all th** 
afternoon, and when evening came there 
Avert* piled up in front of the stable, man­ 
gled, cut and torn, the bodies of four 
hundred and seventy-nine rats, in fact all 
the rodents which hod lived ami thrived 
for years on the grain iii the mill had 
beeu totally exterminated.

Tho Treasury Violin. 
Heck is a story told by a Berlin eor- 
respondent of (ll** Bull, which will bu 
read now with interest: 
Caspar da Salo, the only violiii-inaker 
who can lie called the equal of Joseph 
Gauderies, lived and worked at tho 
commencement of the sixteenth century. 
He had made a violin with so much 
care, an*! was himself so satisfied with 
his work, that he desired Benvenuto 
Cellini to can e the neck. 
The head of 
the instrument is formed by a lovely 
cherub’s face, which is supported by a 
smaller head and bust of a maiden, the 
features being of exquisite work in ans hi 
The rest of the neck is most beautiful 
cut and gilded, and the colors are clear 
and bright, though they are now over 
three hundred years old, as the instru­ 
ment was made iii 1532. 
The wood 
from which Caspar da Salo chose his 
material grew' on the mountains between 
Brescia and Verona, w here it was so 
finely developed by the even tempera­ 
ture prevailing there, that the veins of 
the w'ood are exactly ail even distance 
apart. 
The mountains near Brescia are 
entirely denuded of trees. It is impossi­ 
ble to tiud such trees elsew here, and the 
instruments of this master are unique iii 
this respect, and can not be imitated. 
Cardinal Aldebrandiiii bought Caspar 
da Salo’s and Benvenuto Cellini's violin 
for three thousand ducats, and present- 
d it to the Treasury of Innspruck, 
from which it got its name of tho 
Treasury Violin,” w hich it has since 
retained. 
When Innspruck was invad­ 
ed by the French in 180!*, it came into 
the possession of a soldier, who gave it 
over to Khaczek for the insignificant 
sum of four hundred gulden. 
In 1839 
Ole Bull visited Rhaczek,saw the violin, 
and bid all he possessed for the instru­ 
ment, offering as well the proceeds of 
the concerts lie was then giving in Vien­ 
na. 
“ Give me the fourth of Vienna, 
and then we will see,” was Khaczek’s 
reply. 
But he promised the artist if he 
ever parted w ith it he should have the 
preference. Two years later, in Liepsie, 
Liszt and Mendelssohn were dining W'ith 
Ole Bull. and.w hile thee sat at a table.the 
servant brought an envelope bearing a 
great sea!, which the host put one side. 
“ Open your letter,” cried Liszt, “ it 
has a large seal, and may be important.” 
It proved to be from the son of Rhaczek, 
and imparted the news of his father’s 
death, and that “ aclause of his will 
direct^ that the Treasury violin should 
be sent to Ole Bull.” The delighted art­ 
ist told the good news to his friends. 
“ What a wonderful violin it must be to 
Dost so much money,” said Mendels­ 
sohn. 
“ We must play the Kreutzer 
Sonata together the first time you use it 
in public.” When tho instrument came 
it was found that there was no bar in it, 
and it hail, therefore, never l»een played 
upon. As soon as possible it was put in 
Mendelssohn had 


the period must have found her Roy­ 
al Highness one of the shabbiest of her 
customers, for the Princess w'as indiffer­ 
ent to the charms of dress, and wre read 
that “ the maidenly apparel which she 
used in her brother’s time made the no­ 
blemen’s wives and daughters ashamed 
to be dressed and painted like pea­ 
cocks.”

terrible example of the injustice of 
the pillory is recorded, where a man 
named Read was so lear.ully abused bv 
the mob that he die*! upon tin* spot.

J a c k s o n v il l e , Fla., Feb. 3 .—On the 
20th day of last month according to pre­ 
vious arrangement, my wife and myself, 
started from home for this place.

We left Chicago on Sunday 
evening. January, 2.3, for New Orleans, 
La. A nephew of ours who is a sleeping 
car conductor, in the employ of the illi­ 
nois Central ll. ll., ha I anticipated our 
going and had kindly provided us with 
some excellent berths on his train from 
Chicago to NewOrleans. Le iving Chicago 
at eight o’clock in the evening,

“ Uraiuiiiiiig” Iii Education. 


One of the worst features in our educa­

Make your pupils thor­ 
ough in the w; r’.v they do, but do* not 
cram knowledge—no, 
not knowledge, 
but verbiage—into them. 
“Slow aud 
sure” is a better motto to report at the 
end of the year than “so much work done,” 
with no permanent result, but injury, 
to show for

fore the war. They claim that their pros­ 
perity is dependent largely

duction of sugar anil cotton, and they 
have never been abl** to produce as good 
crops with free labor as they did with 
slave. 
I obtained from a sugar broker 
in 
Now Orleans a 
letter of 
intro­ 
duction 
to 
tin* 
sugar 
planters 
of Jefferson Parish. This parish is situ­ 
ated above New Orleans, on the west 
side of the river, and avo had a very 
pleasant, and to nit*, profitable day. 
We 
were well received at all the places, but 
especially so at tho plantation o f A. 'Fro­ 
ward, when* w** spent the most of the 
day; every facility was given u s to learn 
the process of manufacturing the cane 
into sugar and molasses, aud we were 
willed and dined iii that liberal and hos­ 
pitable manner so common among the 
planters of the South. 
And while I heal­ 
th© general complaint that th** colored 
peoplo cannot be depended on, on ac­ 
count of their liability to quit you when 
you are iii the greatest need of help, yet 
Mr. 
Troward 
informed me 
he 
had 
hired 
the 
same 
men 
for 
nine 
years; 
finds 
them 
reliable 
and j 
has never had one leave during his term ( 
of contract, and yet I ain led to believe 
they are not, as a rule, to be relied on. 
I j 
spent some time in the South twenty I 
years ago, and I am sorry to say that I i 
don’t find that improvement in tin* color- j 
e*l race that I had anticipated. They j 
don’t seem to manifest that same anxiety j 
to learn that they did when first set free. I 
There does not seem to be but few that j 
are making any effort to lay up anything | 
in advance of their daily wants; and I ! 
find in Jefferson Parish there is not half I 
of the children going to school, where j 
nearly every plantation is provided with 
schools. 
We left New Orleans for this place on 
the 28th day of January, by the Avay of 
Mobile and Pensacola, going as far as 
Pensacola by rail, aiHf’from there to Ce- j 
dar Keys by steamer. Owing to adverse 
tides, winds and fogs, we were nearly two 
days and nights making three hundred 
miles, an*! finally our boat ran hard 
aground, aud we had to hoist a hag and 
call for help, aud was taken off’ with our 
baggage aud lauded at Cedar Keys. 
We 
were reminded of that passage, “The 
win*I bloweth where it listeth, aud you 
hear 
the 
sound thereof, 
but can­ 
not 
tell 
from 
whence 
it 
cometh, nor how much it is going to 
make a fellow heave up.” (If that pass­ 
age is not correctly quoted I will refer it 
to John Ii. Bennett for correction.) Ar­ 
riving at Cedar Keys on Sunday morning 
too late for the train, tin* railroad compa­ 
ny got up a special train for our party and 
landed us at Jacksonville the same night. 
This is truly the Sunny South, it is like 
May weather here. The weather is very 
warm, although they too have had some 
cold weather for this country. There has 
been but one evening since we came that 
vie could play euchre out of doors on 
account of the mosquitoes. The natives 
say 
“Ton 
ones 
will 
have 
to 
learn to play draw poker and then you 
can bluff off* the misquitos.” Now, as to 
this sunny South, their principal capital 
stock here is 
their 
beautiful warm 
weather, in the winter, ami the only pay­ 
ing commodity I have seen here, is the 
Yankee, they have a big crop of them 
every winter, and they say they pay lx*t- 
ter than stock raising or orange plant­ 
ing. 
It takes a good deal to fertilize the 
Yankee, but yet they manage to get a 
handsome profit above the outlays. Jack­ 
sonville, which will be our headquarters 
while 
in Florida, is a 
nice, 
clean 
town, of 
a1 Hint 
8,000 
inhabitants, 
aud several fine hotels, and well kept, 
principally by Northern men. 
In fact, 
the most of the business men of the 
place are from the North, siqce the war; 
but the state of Florida, as far us I have 
seen it, is a vast pine plain, and palmetto 
and cypress swamp, and, as far as agricul­ 
ture is concerned, I consider it a failure. 
The orange crop is the only one they 
seem to make any calculation on, aud
